Dear Chief McCoy: 

We have reviewed the reports and other materials compiled by your agency’s Crimes of 
Violence Unit concerning the circumstances leading to the fatal shooting of Mr. Alexander 
Ochoa on September 22, 2017. A District Attorney Investigator responded to the scene and was 
briefed by your officers. The case investigation was presented to the District Attorney’s Office 
for review on July 11,2018. 

Summary 

On September 22,2017, at approximately four minutes after midnight, Mr. Ochoa dialed 911 and 
reported his friend was armed with a knife. Ochoa told the 911 dispatcher his friend was acting 
strangely and would be threatening toward the responding police officers. He stated the friend 
was also armed with a gun and threatened to kill Ochoa if he did not leave. Police officers 
responded and were met by Ochoa, who brandished a knife and refused commands to put the 
knife down. Officers shot Ochoa with bean bag rounds but he continued to threaten them. Ochoa 
dropped the knife and tossed a skateboard at the officers. Ochoa then removed a handgun from 
his pants and pointed it at officers. Three officers fired their weapons at Ochoa, who fell and 
subsequently died at the scene. Ochoa’s pistol was later determined to be a BB gun. 

Persons Involved 

Mr. Ochoa was a 26-year old resident of Oceanside. Officer Schmidt had been an officer with the 
Oceanside Police Department for nine months when this incident occurred. He previously 
worked for the Los Angeles Police Department for three and a half years. Officer Ravesi had 
been an officer for over 13 years. Officer Walker had been an officer for two years, with six 
years of prior experience with the Probation Department. All officers were in full uniform and 
assigned to the Patrol Division. 
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Background 

In the months of My and August of 2017, Mr. Ochoa told his girlfriend about his desire to 
commit suicide. His personal journal also documented his suicidal ideations. The day prior to the 
shooting, Ochoa told his girlfriend he couldn’t handle their relationship any longer and wanted to 
be friends. Ochoa consumed alcohol throughout the day. He jumped off a second floor balcony, 
but was not injured. Later that night, he returned to speak with his girlfriend and appeared to be 
in a rage. Ochoa punched the steering wheel of his car and tossed food outside. According to his 
family, Ochoa suffered from a bi-polar disorder and anxiety. Ochoa’s family alleged Ochoa had 
a history of abusing prescription medications, illegal narcotics, and alcohol. 

Statement of Officer Ravesi 

Officer Ravesi received a radio call of a person skateboarding while holding a knife behind a 
department store. Ravesi learned the skateboarder might be armed with a gun. As Ravesi 
approached the comer of the building, he saw a male walking around a black sedan. Ravesi 
illuminated the sedan with his spotlight and overhead lights. Mr. Ochoa approached the patrol 
units brandishing a knife. Ravesi was joined by Witness Officer One (WOl) and Officer 
Schmidt. 

The officers quickly formulated a strategy and discussed who had a Taser, a beanbag rifle, and a 
firearm. The officers yelled commands to Mr. Ochoa to get on the ground and drop his knife. 
Ochoa responded by cursing at the officers and defying their orders. WOl attempted to engage 
Ochoa by asking him what his name was, but Ochoa would not cooperate. Ochoa walked back 
and forth, swinging the knife, and at times reaching at his waistband. Police canine units were 
requested to respond. 

Officer Ravesi was hoping to maintain a distance from Mr. Ochoa until canine units arrived. 
Officer Sclunidt told Ochoa he was going to hit him with the beanbags if he didn’t drop the 
knife. Schmidt told him it would hurt. Ochoa cursed at the officers and defied their orders to 
surrender. Ochoa began to walk towards his own car. The officers knew they could not allow 
him to get into the car. 

Officer Schmidt hit Mr. Ochoa with four to six beanbag rounds, which seemed to have no effect 
on Ochoa. Ochoa would still not comply with commands. As Ochoa continued to move toward 
his car, he dropped the knife. Ochoa picked up a skateboard from the back of the car and threw it 
toward the officers. 

Mr. Ochoa turned away from the officers and reached into his waistband. The officers yelled at 
him not to reach for anything and show his hands. Ochoa appeared to reach far down into his 
pants to his elbow. Ochoa kept moving his body, hiding what he was doing with his right hand. 
As Ochoa turned, he pulled his hand out producing a black, semi-automatic handgun. Ochoa 
raised the gun up and pointed it at the officers from a distance of 15 to 20 feet away. 
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WOl yelled “Gun.” Officer Ravesi believed Mr. Ochoa was about to kill him or the other 
officers and simultaneously fired approximately four rounds. When Ravesi stopped firing, he 
heard additional gunfire and realized other officers fired at Ochoa. Ochoa did not initially appear 
to react to being fired upon. Ochoa continued to spin around and then ultimately dropped his gun 
as a police canine bit him. 

Statement of Officer Schmidt 

Officer Schmidt responded to a radio call from an anonymous person reporting a man who had 
been drinking was acting strangely and had a knife. Updated information included the man may 
have a gun on him. Schmidt heard officers on scene broadcast the man did have a knife in his 
hand. Schmidt arrived and saw two officers facing Mr. Ochoa in the parking lot. Schmidt armed 
himself with a beanbag shotgun. Schmidt could see the blade of the knife in Ochoa’s hand. 

Mr. Ochoa was not complying with the officers’ commands to drop the knife and place his hands 
behind his back. Officer Schmidt warned Ochoa to drop the knife. Schmidt told Ochoa he was 
armed with a beanbag shotgun and would fire it at Ochoa if Ochoa approached the officers. 
Despite the warning, Ochoa advanced on the officers. Schmidt again ordered Ochoa to stop. 

Mr. Ochoa stopped and began pacing back and forth parallel to the officers’ position. Officer 
Schmidt continued to order Ochoa to drop the knife but Ochoa would not comply. Ochoa then 
turned, faced the officers, and took a step forward. Schmidt fired the beanbag shotgun and heard 
the impact of the beanbag round against Ochoa’s jacket. Ochoa displayed little to no response to 
the impact and continued to pace back and forth ignoring Schmidt’s commands to drop the knife 
and not approach them. Schmidt fired another beanbag round, but it also seemed to have no 
effect on Ochoa. Schmidt ordered Ochoa again to drop the knife. Schmidt then fired the 
remaining three rounds from his beanbag shotgun, which also had no effect on Ochoa. 

Mr. Ochoa said something to the effect of, “Try and hit a moving target,” while walking back 
and forth, as if he were taunting the officers. Ochoa retreated to a vehicle parked behind him and 
dropped his knife. Ochoa began to make movements towards his waistband. Ochoa turned his 
back to the officers and placed his hands towards his waist. Ochoa faced the officers and again 
placed his hands underneath his shirt and into his waistband. Officer Schmidt placed his shotgun 
down to his left side and drew his sidearm with his right hand. 

Additional officers arrived, including two police canine units. The canine handlers released 
their police dogs towards Mr. Ochoa. At about the same time, Officer Schmidt saw Ochoa reach 
into his waist and remove a black semi-automatic pistol. Another officer yelled, “Gun.” Schmidt 
saw the pistol come up to Ochoa’s chest level. It appeared as if Ochoa was bringing the pistol up 
to point it at Schmidt or the other officers. Schmidt fired two to four rounds at Ochoa. 

Schmidt saw Ochoa’s pistol fall to the ground. Schmidt was unsure if Ochoa fired his weapon. 
Ultimately, Ochoa fell to the ground. 
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Statement of Officer Walker 

Officer Walker answered a radio call of a male with a knife. The call was later updated the male 
possibly had a gun. When Walker arrived on the scene, he saw Officer Ravesi and another 
officer’s patrol units facing Mr. Ochoa. The officers’ patrol cars had their lights focused on him. 
Walker could see Ochoa was armed with a knife. Walker pulled up parallel to Ochoa’s vehicle 
and exited his police car. 

Mr. Ochoa looked directly at Officer Walker and started to approach him. Walker thought Ochoa 
was getting too close. Ochoa got within eight to ten feet of Walker. Walker got back into his 
police car and reversed into the loading dock. Walker stopped because he was unable to go any 
further. Walker realized he was stuck in that location and turned his car’s lights off. Ochoa 
stopped and walked back toward Officers Brunacini and Schmidt. 

Officer Walker heard Officer Schmidt order Mr. Ochoa to put the knife down. Ochoa was 
moving around in a boxing style of dance making jabbing motions with his knife. Schmidt shot 
Ochoa twice with the beanbag shotgun, but the rounds had no effect on Ochoa. Ochoa walked to 
his car and ignored commands to get down on the ground. Ochoa tossed his knife, reached down 
next to his car, and picked up a skateboard. Ochoa threw the skateboard at the officers. 

Mr. Ochoa kept moving around. He placed his hands in his jacket and then reached down into his 
pants. When Ochoa removed his hands from his pants. Officer Walker saw Ochoa had a gun. 

The gun looked like a model 1911 (Colt semi-automatic pistol). Walker and the other officers 
told Ochoa to put the gun down, but Ochoa pointed it directly at Walker from a distance of ten to 
15 feet away. Walker believed Ochoa was going to kill him or one of his partners, so Walker 
fired his pistol at Ochoa approximately ten times. 

Mr. Ochoa remained standing and did not immediately fall to the ground. Ochoa dropped his 
pistol and was taken to the ground by police dogs. Officer Walker was nervous and thought he or 
another officer had been shot. Walker checked himself for bleeding by running his right hand 
over his torso and checking for blood. 

Statement of Witn ess Officer On e (WOl) <*4 AC I I 

Witness Officer One has been a police officer with the City of Oceanside for two years. WOl 
and Officer Ravesi were nearby when they were dispatched to a call of a man with a knife behind 
a department store. WOl also learned the man had been drinking and possibly had a firearm. 

When WOl arrived, she saw a sedan parked in the lot. Officer Ravesi illuminated the area with 
his spotlight. WOl saw a man, later identified as Mr. Ochoa, holding an open knife standing at 
the driver’s door. WOl parked and got out of her car and armed herself with a Taser. 

Mr. Ochoa was unable to focus on anything, his eyes were shifting, and he kept moving around. 
WOl tried to engage him with questions and commands to put the knife down, but Ochoa would 
not respond. Ochoa made stabbing and slicing motions with the knife.. Officers Walker and 
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Schmidt arrived. Ochoa took steps toward Walker, but then turned around. Commands were 
given to Ochoa, but he ignored them. Schmidt fired at Ochoa with his beanbag shotgun, hitting 
him, but Ochoa showed no reaction to the shots. 

Mr. Ochoa then dropped the knife and walked back to his car. Ochoa shouted, “7 have a gun. I 
have a gun. ” Ochoa was ordered to place his hand up and keep them where they could be seen. 
Ochoa backed up with his hands up. Ochoa then reached for a skateboard and tossed it 
underhand toward the officers. 

The police canines arrived and officers told Mr. Ochoa to keep his hands up or he would be 
bitten. Ochoa reached into his waistband and retrieved a black handgun. WOl believed the 
handgun was real. Ochoa pointed the handgun at the officers, while standing right in front of 
them. The police dogs were deployed. A dog latched onto Ochoa. WOl then heard shots being 
fired. Ochoa still had the gun in his hand, but dropped it as he fell to the ground. WOl believed 
Ochoa was firing at the officers and could have shot all four of the officers. 

Statement of Witness Officer Two (W02) 5l*\lTW* 

Witness Officer Two was working with a police dog on the evening of this incident. W02 
responded to assist other officers on a radio call of a man brandishing a knife. When W02 
arrived he saw Mr. Ochoa approximately twenty feet away from the officers with a knife in his 
hand. Ochoa could have reached them quickly with the knife. Officers had their handguns 
pointed at Ochoa and told Ochoa multiple times to drop the knife and get on the ground. 

Mr. Ochoa still did not respond to the officers’ commands and seemed to become more agitated 
and aggressive. Ochoa moved backwards and forwards toward the officers coming within five to 
six feet of them. Ochoa looked at the officers, assumed a fighting stance, and made aggressive 
motions with the knife. 

Mr. Ochoa turned away from W02, dropped his knife and reached for his waistband. W02 
believed Ochoa was reaching for another weapon and deployed his canine. The canine grabbed 
Ochoa by the back of the leg, W02 simultaneously heard gunshots. Another canine handler 
officer had arrived and released a second police canine. Ochoa remained standing and then he 
went to the ground. 

Statement of Witness Officer Three (W03) 

Witness Officer Three was working with a police dog and responded to a radio call of a man 
brandishing a knife and possibly a gun. When W03 arrived, he saw a group of four officers 
confronting a male, later identified as Mr. Ochoa. 

W03 saw what appeared to be a folding knife with a blade extended on it lying near the driver 
side of a car parked near Mr. Ochoa. W03 heard an officer telling Ochoa to get down on the 
ground, or else he would be bitten by the police dog. W03 retrieved his canine partner from the 
back of his police vehicle. 
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Mr. Ochoa was pacing frantically. Ochoa's hands kept going towards his waistband. Ochoa 
tugged on his waistband and W03 saw Ochoa pull out a gun that looked like a black semi¬ 
automatic pistol. W03 was afraid Ochoa might shoot W03 or the other officers. W03 deployed 
his police dog as he saw Ochoa raising his pistol up toward the officers—perhaps milliseconds 
prior to, or simultaneously to the other officers firing at Ochoa. The dogs took Ochoa to the 
ground and his pistol fell from his hands. 

Investigation 

The scene was secured and the investigation into the shooting was conducted by the Oceanside 
Police Department’s Crimes of Violence Unit. Crime scene photographs, crime scene reports, 
laboratory analysis and recorded interviews were reviewed. The Oceanside officers were not 
equipped with vehicular or body worn cameras. No surveillance cameras from surrounding 
businesses captured the shooting. 

A black Marksman Repeater .177 caliber BB pellet pistol was recovered from the asphalt, 
approximately ten feet from Mr. Ochoa. A skateboard was on the ground near Ochoa’s head. An 
eight-inch ‘Scorpion’ brand folding knife was found on the ground in front of Ochoa’s car. On 
top of the car was a partially consumed can of Mike’s Harder Lemonade. 

Each officer used their department issued Glock model 17 pistols, loaded with 9 millimeter 
caliber Luger ammunition. Officer Ravesi and Officer Schmidt each fired their weapons four 
times. Officer Walker fired his weapon eleven times. 

Mr. Ochoa maintained a journal. On July 11, 2017, Ochoa wrote, 

"My energy level has been a lot lower than normal since 1 started Prozac which is not a 
great feeling. But whats worse suicidal moods/thoughts/tendencies or low energy? 

Sometimes when I think about it, suicide still sounds nice. All these problems would 
disappear. But only for me. It would lead to a whole other set ofproblems for my sister 
dad, friends, family and anyone who cares. ” [sic.] 

Anti-anxiety and bi-polar medications were seized from Mr. Ochoa’s bedroom. A container of 
OxyContin was found in Mr. Ochoa’s car. Family members told investigators Ochoa had a 
history of anxiety and depression and recently spent three months in a mental-health institution at 
a local medical facility. Ochoa’s family also alleged Ochoa was abusing different narcotics, such 
as methamphetamines, heroin, cocaine, and mushrooms. They described Ochoa as a heavy 
drinker, with vodka being his beverage of choice. 

Mr. Ochoa’s father listened to the 911 call made to the police department on September 22, 

2017, and identified Mr. Ochoa as the caller. He believed his son sounded as if he was under the 
influence of alcohol. He also provided his son’s phone number to investigators and it matched 
the number of the telephone used to make the 911 call. 
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An autopsy of Mr. Ochoa revealed gunshot wounds to the chest, abdomen and right upper arm of 
Ochoa. Toxicological studies performed on blood collected from Ochoa tested positive for amino 
clonazepam and confirmed Ochoa had a blood alcohol level of 0.24%. 

Legal Analysis 

This review was conducted pursuant to the joint protocol between this office and all San Diego 
law enforcement agencies calling upon the District Attorney to conduct an independent 
assessment of the circumstances surrounding the use of deadly force. 

Under California law, peace officers may use deadly force to protect themselves from the threat 
of death or great bodily harm and to use reasonable force in making an arrest. California Penal 
Code section 835a allows an officer to use reasonable force to make an arrest and to overcome 
resistance by a person for whom he has reasonable cause to believe has committed a public 
offense. That section states the officer need not retreat or end his effort to make an arrest 
because of that person’s resistance. Penal Code section 196 declares that homicide is justifiable 
when committed by public officers when necessarily committed in overcoming actual resistance 
in the discharge of any legal duty. 

In accordance with Penal Code section 196, peace officers may use deadly force in the course of 
their duties under circumstances not available to members of the general public. We are 
mindful, however, that certain limits on the use of deadly force apply to peace officers. The 
U.S. Ninth Circuit Court of Appeals, in the case of Scott v. Henrich (9th Cir. 1994) 39 F.3d 912, 
delineated those circumstances under which deadly force may be used: 

[Pjolice may use only such force as is objectively reasonable under the 
circumstances. An officer’s use of deadly force is reasonable only if ‘the officer 
has probable cause to believe that the suspect poses a significant threat of death or 
serious physical injury to the officer or others.’ All determinations of 
unreasonable force ‘must embody allowance for the fact that police officers are 
often forced to make split-second judgments - in circumstances that are tense, 
uncertain, and rapidly evolving - about the amount of force that is necessary in a 
particular situation.’” [Citations omitted.] 

Irrespective of any laws applicable to situations where peace officers use deadly force in 
accomplishing their duties, the law of self-defense is available to any person. Homicide is 
justifiable in accordance with Penal Code 197 when resisting any attempt by a person to commit 
great bodily injury on or kill any person. 
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Conclusions 

In this case, Mr. Ochoa called 911 for the purpose of drawing officers to his location to commit 
“suicide by cop.” Once Oceanside police officers arrived, Ochoa made threatening motions with 
a knife and taunted the officers to shoot him. Despite the efforts of the officers to verbally de- 
escalate the situation and to deploy less than lethal methods to subdue Ochoa, he declined to 
comply. Ochoa suddenly retrieved what appeared to be a pistol from his waistband and pointed it 
directly at the officers. All officers at the scene were in fear for their safety and believed Ochoa 
was about to shoot them. Officers Schmidt, Ravesi, and Walker fired at Ochoa in their own 
defense and in the defense of other officers at the scene. 

Based on these circumstances, the officers bear no state criminal liability for their actions under 
California law. A copy of this letter, along with the materials submitted for our review, will be 
retained in our files.

SYNOPSIS: 

On 9-22-17 at about 0050 hours, I was contacted by Det. Sgt. Jimenez at home and 
advised of an Officer Involved Shooting at Kohl’s at 3410 Maroon Rd., in Oceanside. I was 
directed to respond to the crime scene. 

Upon my arrival, Sgt. Provence provided us with a briefing of the incident and a scene 
walk through. During the scene briefing, I learned that the incident was initiated by a caller 
advising that his friend was in possession of a knife, gun and was acting unusual. During a 
second 911 call, the same caller stated that his friend had become threatening to him. Multiple 
units responded, some code three (emergency lights and siren) because of the threat to the callers 
life. 

Upon the arrival of the Officers, a white or Hispanic male subject brandished a knife, 
threw a skateboard and ultimately aimed a firearm at the Officers. During the course of this 
incident, as it intensified to the point of the firearms presentation, multiple uses of less than lethal 
tools were utilized in an attempt to subdue the suspect safely and without injury. Those levels or 
items of less than lethal tools ranged from verbal commands, Taser presentation, bean bag 
deployment, K9 deployment and untimely deadly force by means of gun fire. 

During the scene walk through, I observed a dark colored 4 door sedan with the driver’s 
door open. Lying adjacent to the front driver’s side tire was an open red handled folding knife 
with a curved blade. I then observed the suspect lying in a supine positon with medical supply 
packaging lying around his body. He was positioned in approximately the center of the west

parking lot of Kohl’s. Lying south of his body on the ground and in a liner fashion from south to 
north were expended bean bag cartridges and bean bag projectiles. On the western half of the 
parking lot I observed approximately 15 to 20 brass shell casings spread out from south to north. 

I also observed projectile impact marks on the white western wall of Kohl’s. 

Sgt. Provence received a public safety statement from the Officers who fired and they 
were identified as Johann Ravesi, Dustin Schmidt and Billy Walker. The Officers who were on 
scene during the shooting and did not fire were identified as James Smith (K9), John Wilson 
(K9), Kakai Thompson and Kate Brunacini. 

After the walk through, Det. Sgt. Jimenez assigned me and Det. Grindley to be the 
interviewing Detectives to the Officers who did not fire and were witnesses to the shooting. Sgt. 
Provence stated that Smith, Wilson, Thompson and Brunacini had been transported to OPD and 
Officer Wilms was sitting with them. They had been instructed not to speak to each other about 
the incident. 

Det. Grindley and 1 responded to OPD to interview the witness Officers. Upon arriving to 
OPD, I located the four witness Officers in the California room with Officer Wilms and they 
were found watching television. Det. Grindley and I agreed that he would be the primary 
interviewer to the K9 Officers and I would be the primary interviewing Detective to Thompson 
and Brunacini.

Prior to the interviews the Officers were photographed and their guns were examined and 
rounds were counted and photographed. I learned from armory Officer Moulder, who did the 
firearms examination, that all of the witness Officers rounds were accounted for. 

INVESTIGATION: 

Below, I have written the interviews of Officer Kekai Thompson and Kate Brunacini. I 
was also present for the interviews of John Wilson and James Smith. See Det. Grindley’s report 
for the details of Wilson and Smith’s interview. 

STATEMENT OF KEKAI THOMPSON: 

Thompson stated the following: He works from 1900 hours to 0700 hours Thursday 
through Saturday and every other Wednesday. He previously slept on Thursday morning from 
0200 to 0900 and last ate at 1930 hours on the day of this incident. He generally felt rested prior 
to the start of his shift. 

This day, Thursday September 21 st was his late day and he started at 2300 hours. He 
completely usual tasks such as checking emails and doing his time sheet. He did not go into 
service until about 2345 hours. His first call was a disturbance at Applebee’s on Vista Way and 
he proceeded there. The other Officers who were already on that call at Applebee’s broadcasted 
that they did not needed any further assistance (code 4).

He was in the general area of the Kohl’s radio call when it was broadcasted. The call 
came out as a person with a weapon. The reporting party called and stated that a subject had a 
knife. Thompson stated that he receives weapons related calls sometimes up to 2 times night. 
When he does, he tends to read the call of the screen “a little more in depth” because those are 
priority calls. “Any time someone calls in with a weapon, your mind starts thinking about 
everything else because it’s more of a priority call. There’s more of a propensity for someone to 
get hurt or for them to hurt themselves. I asked if he was saying that he thinks about the safety of 
himself and others and he replied, “Yes.” I asked him to clarify what he meant about “planning.” 
He replied, “Yeah, I run scenarios through my head. I think about the Officers who are going and 
what resources they have.” 

I further questioned Thompson about what was going through his head when he was 
responding to the call. He replied, “From read the call text and hearing it, it sounded like there 
was a high propensity for someone getting hurt or someone wanting to hurt somebody else. Urn, 
because somebody said they had observations of somebody walking away with a knife. The that 
really caught my mind and ears was the person who called said that if the Police show up, that 
person was going to be confrontational. 

As he neared the location of the incident, over the radio he heard “somebody say that he 
had the knife and he was walking away. For some reason, some of the radio traffic was garbled. I 
heard somebody say something about a gun so I immediately headed that way. I came to a red 
light at 78 at El Cammo real. I threw on my overhead red light and siren just because of

everybody saying stuff. It just sounded weird to me, the call that I was going to and so I head 
there faster than usual.” I asked him to clarify why he felt this way, the need to get there faster. 
He replied, “I’ve been working with Officer Ravesi for a while now. I worked with him basically 
all last year and I could tell that his voice was elevated and that something is not ordinary. You 
can tell from working with people how their voice fluctuates. People talk faster and they ask for 
emergency traffic. Officer Ravesi asked for emergency traffic, and that’s when I knew that 
something was up so I went there faster than I would normally drive.” 

I asked Thompson if he was concerned for someone’s safety, reference his quick 
response. He replied, “I was concerned for all of the Officers who were on scene because I knew 
the person had the knife and the caller said he would be confrontational. Once the Officers 
arrived on scene, they saw that he had a knife in his hand and he was walking away and the 
elevation in his voice (Ravesi) and he asked for emergency traffic.

I asked Thompson if it was usual that three Officers went code 3 this incident. He replied, 
“No, that’s not a usual response to calls.” I asked why three Officers felt the need to go code 3. 

He replied, “I guess dispatch saw that Officer Wilson was closest and sent him code 3. So 
obviously me thinking that something was wrong and dispatch was relaying information that 
something was wrong on this call so they sent Officer Wilson there code. Also Officer Wilson 
and Smith are K9 handlers, so that’s another resource that could be used there.” 

Thompson stated, “I drove west bound behind the store, just north of the back lot of the 
Kohl’s store. I pulled just right and west of Officer Wilson’s car, which is just along the fence 
line. I got out of my car. I see Officer Wilson at the front or right side of his patrol car. He had 
his dog out. I saw Officers to my right, which is on the right side of the parking lot. I saw Officer 
Smith on the south side of the store facing north bound with his dog out.

saying it. I know somebody is saying it but I can’t hear what their saying. But I could hear 
people yelling. But, my focus was on this guy.” Although, Thompson did hear, “Somebody 
asked for a 40mm, which is less lethal and a bean bag. I hear Officer Tyrus say, 8 David, I’m in 
route with the 40. 

I asked Officer Thompson to describe what he is and was wearing during this event. He 
replied, “I’m wearing a regular duty class B uniform which is standard and all the uniformed 
officers wear. Its blue pants, blue shirt and my regular duty belt with all of the gear I carry. On 
my upper left chest, I have my badge and on my two shoulder patches, it said City of Oceanside 
Police.” Thompson agreed that the other Officers who were involved in this incident were 
dressed in a similar fashion. Thompson then identified the items that he carries on his waist. He 
stated, “From right to left, I have two magazines in a magazine pouch, my duty issued handgun, I 
have two handcuffs on my back, I have a radio on the left side, right next to my radio is my 
tourniquet.

pulled my gun out. As I was walking up to the line, the suspect’s hand was in his waist band. He 
was tugging at it. His whole hand was in his pants and you can’t see his hand. He was tugging at 
it and walking back and forth. He looked really pissed off. He’s not really saying or doing much. 
Just walking back and forth with his hand in his pants. An instant later, he pull it up and then 
raised it up. I had a perfect angle, looking south bound, I had a view of the right side of his body. 
I just saw his hand go up and I could see the silhouette of a handgun. I thought, this guy is going 
to shoot one of us. Not necessarily me because I was to the side, but the three Officers to my 
right were going to get shot. I felt in fear for them and for myself. If somebody didn’t do 
something right there, somebody was going to get shot. I’ve never been in a situation like that 
where somebody’s pulled a gun and that’s the first time in my life when things slowed down and 
flashed before my eyes. It was a scary feeling. I wasn’t in the spot where they were but if I was, 
you have only one reaction and that’s to neutralize the threat because of fear for my safety and 
there’s. If they didn’t do something than they were going to get harmed or myself because he 
could have easily tuned towards me.” 

I asked Thompson if he was seeing something unfold in front of him that would require 
them to defend themselves in some form. He replied, “Correct, without a doubt in my mind. If 
they didn’t do something at that moment then possibly them getting shot or killed was inevitable. 
Without a doubt in my mind.” I asked him what he was referring to or what would be used to kill 
tire Officers and he replied, “The gun that was in his hand. As he pulls it out I heard a succession 
of shots. I don’t know how many, 4 or 5, 6 shots I don’t even know. I don’t know if it was

simultaneous but the next thing 1 know, the two K9 handlers deployed their dogs. As they were 
shooting Officer Wilson was to my left and the first thing I thought when he pulled the gun up 
and I heard the gun shots, I yelled cross fire. I yelled it like three times as loud as I could because 
all I saw in my line of vision was Officer Smith on my south side and if Officer Wilson fired his 
gun and did not hit the suspect would have hit Officer Smith. He was directly in our line of sight. 
That’s the reason I didn’t shoot because I saw him right behind it. I didn’t feel comfortable 
taking that shot with him right behind it.” 

I asked Thompson who was dictating the actions that the Officers were making. He 
replied, “The suspect was driving the actions of what we were doing. I don’t know if I remember 
someone deploying bean bag or if they wanted it. But, he wasn’t listening to what they were 
saying. I heard that he had the knife, he was walking away with it, he dropped it, he had his hand 
in his waist band and he wasn’t listening. He caused the whole thing from happening because he 
had every option to just stop but he didn’t. So he drove the actions that we took. 

After the shots I heard people saying let me see your hands. After the shots he did not fall 
right away. He kept walking. It wasn’t until later that I saw the gun on the ground. But everyone 
kept their eyes on him and were giving commands to, let me see your hands. After he went to the 
ground we went up on him and made sure he was safe. 

Officer Brunacini and Officer Ravesi made contact with him and handcuffed him Officer 
Smith and Wilson pulled their dogs off right away and we handcuffed him. I noticed that he was 
bleeding and I knew he was shot. So, I ran back to my patrol car. I grabbed the first aid kit out of

there and started to do medical aid. Prior to that, I put out, shot taken, suspect down, start FD 
because I knew he was shot. At that point he wasn’t moving on the ground. I put out that he had 
a black handgun. I opened up the yellow box and grabbed the trauma kit out of there. Ripped it 
open, tore open the two chest seals that were in the bag. We were trying to do a wound sweep to 
see where his bullet holes were, because obviously he was shot. I could see blood on the ground. 
We did a wound sweep and I think we only found two. I opened them and gave them to Kate 
because she was holding the wounds. She put both of the chest seals on him. His right mid torso 
and I think one center chest. Put the chest seals on him and immediately started CPR.” 

I explained to Officer Thompson that throughout this interview I have heard him express 
concern for public safety, to himself and other Officers who were there. Although, now that the 
suspect was subdued I am now hearing about a different thought process or concern. I asked him 
to explain that. He replied, “Yeah, once he went down and the scene was secured as far as 
weapons and he was handcuffed, it kicked into, hey let’s get this guy first aid. That’s why I ran 
back to the car and grabbed the trauma kit. First aid was the first thing on my mind after 
everybody was fine.” 

I asked Thompson if he felt that he had a duty to preserve his life and he replied, “Yeah, 
definitely. That the reason that I ran back to the car to get the first aid kit. After the general threat 
was over, we needed to get him first aid.” 

I asked if the fire department ever arrived and he responded, “It was probably about a 
minute or two.” I asked if CPR was being performed the whole time until they (fire) got there. 
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He replied, “Yeah, the whole time. I was standing next to Kate as she was doing chest 
compressions and I actually asked her twice, are you good, I can take over. She said, no I’m 
good. I just shined my light the whole time so she could see. She said she was fine with doing 
compressions and so I just stayed right to her right. Every once in a while I would check his 
pulse. He was still breathing for the most part and then the fire department showed up and took 
over. They asked us to un-handcuff him and they took over.” 

I asked Officer Thompson if he ever saw the gun again after the initial incident. He 
replied, “I saw him at his waistband, him pulling it up, him pointing it towards the three officers 
who were directly to my right. Hearing the shots and then the dogs released.” I told him about 
the side view that he previously mentioned and asked him to talk about that. He replied, 
“Correct, I had a direct side view. I was on his right side so he was facing west and facing the 
three Officers in front of him. I was to their left so I had a perfect angle of the suspect. I saw his 
hand go up and I saw the actual handgun and then I heard the shots go off.” 

I asked Thompson what kind of gun he carries and he replied, “A Glock 17.” I asked him 
what kind of gun the suspect’s gun resembled. He replied, “A Berretta. That’s the first thing that 
stuck to my mind. When it went up, I was like that’s a Berretta. I had a clear view of it. I saw his 
hand go up and I saw the gun in his hand. There was street lighting there but all of the vehicles 
lights were on as well. I could see his full figure and it was easily identifiable.” 

I asked Thompson what levels of force were used during this incident. He replied, “I 
heard that they were either had shot a bean bag or wanted a bean bag. I don’t know if it was used 
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or not. The radio was garbled. I remember vividly somebody asking for a 40mm which is a less 
than lethal. I remember Officer Moulder saying I have a 40 and I’m in route. The two dogs were 
deterrents. Those were less than lethal.” I asked if they were barking and he replied, “Yeah.” I 
remember them locked onto this guy.” I asked how the dogs are a deterrent and he explained. “I 
guess most people are psychologically afraid of dogs. So when people see dogs, most people 
tend to give up. I’ve been to calls where when people see a gun they don’t give up but when they 
see a dog and hear it barking, they tend to give up because of the psychological aspect.” 

I asked Thompson if there were any moments or if he gave any indication that he was 
going to give up. He replied, “No! When they asked for a 40mm or a bean bag, I kind thought 
they might have used one and they needed another one. When they had the dogs and the 4 other 
Officers already on scene, I remember pointing guns at him. But he still had his hand in his waist 
band pacing back and forth. In my mind that is something that is not normal for somebody. He 
was going to provoke something to happen. Or he really had a gun and he was going to pull it 
out and shoot himself or one of us. He was not listening. It was like he did not care and was 
drowning it out because he was pacing back and forth with his hand in his waist band. He had 
this I’m not listening kind of look. It doesn’t matter what you are saying to me. His fast pacing 
back and forth and his hand tugging at his waist band. 

I asked him if there was any force option that could have been used to prevent what 
happened today. “Only he could have stopped this. If those things (less than lethal options) that 
were used did not stop him, nothing could have stopped him. He had his mind made up that this 
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was what was going to happen. There’s nothing or no one that’s going to stop me from what 1 
want to do. That was ultimately him pulling the handgun out.” 

I asked him, of the Officer who shot, was that there only option. He replied, “Yeah! 
100%. Without a doubt. I was in fear for their life because they were right in front of him. I 
thought, this guy is going to shoot them. I didn’t know who it was in front of him but he was 
going to shoot him. He had a motive, he was going to do something.” 

STATEMENT OF KATIE BRUNACINT: 

Brunacini has been an Oceanside Police Officer for two years and has been assigned to 
Patrol during that time. She works Thursday through Saturday and every other Wednesday from 
1500 to 0300 hours. The night prior to this incident she slept for 12 hours and. ate a meal at 2030 
hours. She and Officer Ravesi were at a McDonald’s restaurant in the area and she ate again just 
prior to this incidents radio call. 

When she and Officer Ravesi were dispatched to this call, they were at the McDonald’s 
on Plaza Drive in Oceanside. It was about 1230 and the reporting party was calling for a friend 
and reporting that his friend was behind Kohl’s with a knife and had been drinking. “It was 
typical minimal information. I was driving. Johan was behind me as we were there. We turned in 
by the Chevron station as dispatched updated the call and stated the friend said his friend has a 
firearm. 
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I asked Brunacini to speak on her thoughts and feelings about the information that the 
subject had weapons, specifically a knife and gun. She replied, “People who call in persons with 
a weapon, with a knife we go to those and typically the person does have a knife but it was just. 
and odd call because of a friend calling in on another friend behind Kohl’s.” 

I asked her how she intended on dealing with this updated information concerning 
weapons. She replied, “If he did have a knife or a gun, work on de-escalation. Johann and I were 
pretty good with calling out who is lethal and who is non-lethal when he did have the knife.” She 
said that before the incident they prepared right there. 

I asked her to back up in time and speak about her and Johann’s (Ravesi’s) demeanor at 
the McDonald’s. She replied, “Happy just joking around.” I asked her to comment on how she 
felt after the call was dispatched and if her mood or demeanor changed. She replied, “Definitely, 
adrenaline spiked. Went into a different mode, a work mode. Serious mode.” 

She continued to speak about the chronological order of events as they were arriving. 
“We turned into the* first entrance and then cut between the Aiberston’s and drove to the back to 
cover the rear of Kohl s. Johann is in front of me and it’s about 1230. It was pretty dark and 
Johann and I had our spot lights on. It’s not really well fit at all back there. There was a car 
parked in the first spot that you can park in right when you’re turning (northwest corner). It was 
a two door dark sedan. We pass it at first, but my windows are down and I heard his music. I 
turned my head and saw a white male holding a knife and standing at the driver’s door which 
was open. It wasn't a huge knife, it was a folding knife. He was holding it and messing with it. It

wasn’t black or silver, maybe purple, it wasn’t a basic color. It was a silver blade. Johann sees it 
too and we both flip around at the same time. Johann spot lights him and we’ve built an L with 
our cars. We get out and he’s a good ways away. I immediately take out Taser and turn it on. 
Johann hits him with a flash light. He’s erratic, his eyes are shifting and he’s not focused on 
anything. He keeps coming a few steps forward and then a few steps back. He’s turning in circles 
and not responding to us. We’re saying, hey put the knife down and he’s not responding to us. 

He made weird, odd erratic movements. I walked over to Johann and told him I have less than 
lethal and he said, Ok I have lethal. The guy still has a knife and he is holding it in a way that 
you would stab someone. He’s holding it in a way that you would stab someone and his eyes are 
shifting still. We are telling him to put it down. He says no and then why.” 

Brunacini stated Officer Walker and Schmidt arrived on scene. “Billy arrived and realizes 
that he is too close, so repositioned his vehicle to where we were. The guy takes three running 
steps towards Billy and then stops. Turns around and doing the weird erratic thing with the knife 
still in his hands.” She indicated that the knife was being held above the level of his waist. “He’s 
making stabbing and slicing motions. Billy comes around and it was like and animal, like a 
cornered animal and he didn’t know where to go or what to do. We just kept saying, “What’s 
your name. He wouldn’t say his name. Drop the knife and he would say why.” Brunacini said 
Schmidt came up and he had a bean bag shotgun. 

Brunacini stated that she was wearing a full OPD uniform and driving a black and white 
marked vehicle. She stated that her uniform has two shoulder patches which say Oceanside 
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Police. She was wearing her Police badge upon her chest. She stated that all of the other Officers 
were dressed the same way. She agreed that no reasonable person would question that she or the 
other Officers were Oceanside Police Officers. 

Brunacini stated that they were telling him to drop the knife and he continued to shift 
from stabbing and slicing motions while stating no. Schmidt came to her right and Ravesi was to 
her left. Schmidt came around to her right and stated that he has a bean bag shotgun. Schmidt 
told the suspect that he was going to get hit by a bean bag shotgun and needed to drop the knife. 
He responded with whatever. The suspect was wearing a thick jacket. Schmidt yells bean bag 
and we put it over the radio. Every shot hits him but he does not drop the knife and just braces 
himself for it. There is no impact (reaction) what so ever. He was hit in the side, back and arm 
but still retained the knife. They saw that the bean bag was not effective. Although the suspect 
drops the knife randomly. They continued to give verbal commands to “get on the ground.” 

The suspect yelled, “I have a gun, I have a gun.” They told him to get his hands up. He 
starts going back to his car. His hands were up and he’s backing up. He bent down, grabs a 
skateboard and then under hand tossed it. Johann stated, “Keep your hands were we can see them 
or they will send the dog.” She stated, “One hand is up and the other is going for his waist band.” 
Officer Wilson and Smith were there with their K9s and were giving him K9 admonishments. 
The other Officers were giving him orders to get on the ground. “I had my Taser and next to me, 
they all had lethal. I could hear the dogs barking. He was able to get a black handgun out of his 
waist band and pointed it towards us. The dog latches onto him. He still has it (gun). They say

6 On 09/22/17 at approximately 0004 hours, a call came in to OPD (Oceanside Police Department) 

7 reference a man with a knife and a gun who was skateboarding in the area of the Kohl’s 

8 • department store located at 3410 Marron Road in the city of Oceanside. The caller described the 

9 subject as being a white male adult who was twenty eight (28) years of age, and who was 

r 10 wearing a tan jacket. 

w 11 

12 At approximately 0009 hours, Officers Ravesi and Brunacini arrived on scene. The officers 

13 confronted Alexander Ochoa, who was holding a knife and standing by a black Honda Civic that 

14 was later determined to be his vehicle. Officers Schmidt and Walker arrived on scene at 

15 approximately 0010 hours. Ochoa was given commands to drop the knife. Ochoa retreated back 

16 to his car, dropped the knife, and picked up a skateboard that he threw at officers. At 

17 approximately 0014 hours, Officers Smith, Wilson, and Thompson arrived. Ochoa reached into 

18 his waistband, pulled out a replica handgun/Marksman Repeater BB Gun, and pointed it at 

19 officers. 

20 

21 In totality, officers reported having deployed five (5) bean bag rounds, utilizing two (2) canines, 

22 and firing handguns at Ochoa. He sustained injuries, and officers attempted life-saving 

23 measures. OFD (Oceanside Fire Department) personnel arrived on scene and continued life- 

24 saving measures. Ochoa succumbed to his injuries at the scene and was pronounced deceased at 

25 approximately 0038 hours byHHMBTri-City Hospital) via OFD Firefighter/Paramedic 

26 HHHH His body was left on scene, and the scene was secured. OFD apparatus (one 

27 truck and one ambulance) that were within the area determined to be the inn er crime scene were 

28 allowed to leave. 

29 

30 The scene was secured, and FET (field evidence technician) E. Graves documented the incident 

31 with photographs as OFD worked on Ochoa, and following the pronouncement. Some of the 

32 police vehicles were moved in order to allow OFD to park a truck and an ambulance close to 
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1 Ochoa. FET Graves began taking the aforementioned photographs after the OFD apparatus were 

2 in place. No images were captured prior to their arrival. 

3 At approximately 0051 hours, I was called by Sgt. G. Jimenez and asked to respond to the scene. 

4 I arrived at approximately 0130 hours, and was assigned as the Crime S cene Manager for the 

5 incident. Detective Ferrer was assigned as the Primary Detective, and Detective Keys was 

6 assigned as his Second. Detective Baxter also assisted, as did Detectives Grindley and Ellgard. 

7 Detective R. Nevares and Detective G. Nolasco were assigned to assist with processing the crime 

8 scene. FET A. Calderwood was assigned as the Primary Investigative Field Evidence 

9 Technician. 

10 

11 During the briefing, I was advised that the fire apparatus had possibly disturbed some of the 

12 evidence, but was told that the knife, Marksman Repeater BB Gun, skate board, and Ochoa’s 

13 vehicle had been left in situ. Specifically, I was told that a fire truck and an ambulance had 

14 driven into the crime scene and had parked in close proximity to Ochoa in order to render aid. 

15 Several marked OPD Police vehicles had been moved in order to make room for the OFD 

16 apparatus. Additionally, I was told that Ochoa’s grey t-shirt and tan jacket had been removed by 

17 OFD personnel during treatment and were left as they were when Ochoa was pronounced 

18 deceased. I signed in to the crime scene log at 0242 hours, and participated in the walk-through 

19 of the scene with the investigative team. °

23 WEATHER CONDITIONS :

25 I arrived on scene at approximately 0130 hours on 09/22/17. It was approximately 57 degrees 

26 Fahrenheit, and the conditions were mostly clear with a waxing crescent moon (4 to 7 % 

27 illuminated). The air was humid, with approximately 83 % humidity. 

28 

29 Based upon information obtained from witness statements, this death occurred at approximately 

30 0038 hours on 09/22/17. I later accessed the National Weather Service website and obtained 

31 weather readings from the closest monitoring station, located at the Oceanside Municipal 

32 Airport.

26 Area Description: 

27 

28 The crime scene consisted of the area delineated by the innermost border of crime scene tape, 

29 and the secondary scene was delineated by an additional border of crime scene tape. The 

30 secondary scene was not processed, but rather was the area in which detective vehicles were 

31 parked and it functioned as a buffer between the public and the crime scene itself.

The crime scene, as mentioned in this report, consisted of the area processed for evidence and 
documented with photographs and FARO images. The scene is the west parking lot of the 
Kohl’s department store located at 3410 Marron Road in the city of Oceanside. The area is 
composed primarily of asphalt-concrete, and there are twenty-five (25) marked parking spaces 
painted on the east side of the lot, and twenty-five (25) marked parking spaces painted on the 
west side of the lot. 


To the west side of the lot is an undeveloped area that consists of a variety of vegetation and 
sloping ground. Beyond that space is a construction site. 

The east side of the parking lot is bordered by the west exterior wall of the Kohl’s department 
store. There is one (1) metal door on the north end of that side, and there is one exterior security 
camera on the south end of that side. The camera was not fimctioning at the time of this 
incident. (Reference Detective Nolasco’s report for details.) There is a cement sidewalk between 
the paved parking lot and that building. Along the sidewalk, are eight (8) trees, two (2) of which 
are palm trees. The north side of the lot is a curving drive to the rear or north side of the 
building. That space is bordered by vegetation and a ground slope. 

The south side of the parking lot / crime scene is an additional parking lot that extends the length 
of the Kohl’s department store on its south (front) side as well as the entire south side of the 
businesses in that shopping center (Quarry Creek). 

Illumination: (Exterior! 

Upon my arrival, the street lights in the parking lot were illuminated. Additionally, an amber 
colored exterior light on the west side of the Kohl’s department store (3410 Marron Road), in 
close proximity to Ochoa’s vehicle, was illuminated. There was additional ambient light from a 
construction site to the west and north of the crime scene, as well as signage and other business 
lights at the Walmart (3405 Marron Road) and the businesses within the same strip mall (Quarry 
Creek) as the Kohl’s department store. 

In addition to the aforementioned fixed lighting sources, there was illumination from some of the 
involved OPD (Oceanside Police Department) marked vehicles. When I entered the crime scene, 
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1 six (6) OPD vehicles and one (1) civilian vehicle were contained within the scene. The civilian 

2 vehidewas a black Honda Civic that belonged to Ochoa and had the CA license plate of 

3 The marked OPD vehicles were: 

4 

5 #134 (K. Thompson) trunk open, lights off, engine off 

6 #610 (K-9 vehicle, Wilson) headlights on, engine on 

7 #738 (Schmidt) headlights on, engine on (bean bag shot gun resting on driver’s seat) 

8 #620 (Bowman) entered scene after event, parking lights on, engine on 

9 #143 (Provence) ambers (rear directional lights) on, engine on 

10 #759 (Ravesi) headlights on, forward overheads on, alley lights on, engine on 

11 
12 

13 For the majority of the scene processing, all vehicles were left as they were when I entered the 

14 scene. At 0621 hours, the street lights turned off automatically. At approximately 0836 hours, 

15 the vehicle engines and lights were turned off. I did not note what time the amber exterior light 

16 on the west side of the Kohl’s department store was turned off. & 

17 

18 Location of victim’s body; 

19 

20 Alexander Ochoa s remains were laying supine. He was wearing dark blue shorts that had been 

21 cut away by OFD. A portion of the shorts and two (2) key rings were also on the ground close to 

22 the remains. Ochoa s grey t-shirt and shearling style jacket had also been removed and were on 

23 the ground above his head and right hand. Ochoa was also wearing dark sneakers and socks. 

24 Several items of medical equipment such as a BVM (bag valve mask and ambu-bag), an IV 

25 (intravenous fluid line and bag), two (2) occlusive dressings, and 4 AED (automated external 

26 defibrillator) leads were in place as left by OFD when Ochoa was pronounced deceased. An 

27 OPD trauma box (contains occlusive dressings etc.) was open and positioned nearby 

28 

29 Ochoa s head was pointed to the north, and his arms were extended away from his body at each 

30 side, to the east and west, respectively. Ochoa’s legs were extended straight south from his 

31 body. Ochoa’s head was turned slightly to face towards the east, and his eyes were open. There 

32 was insect (ant) activity on the remains that had begun prior to my arrival. Ochoa was neither 

33 touched nor moved as the crime scene and evidence were processed. 
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1 Evidence: 

2 

3 FET Calderwood and I identified multiple items of evidence that were documented with 

4 photographs as well as with the FARO scan. FET Calderwood advised me that seven (7) FARO 

5 scans were made. The items that could be collected were marked with placards after initial 

6 photographs were taken. Additionally, fluid and stains consistent with blood were swabbed. 

7 There were a total of ninety-seven.(97) placards placed on individual items of evidence. As 

8 sunrise occurred and it was easier to view small items of evidence, additional placards were 

9 placed as needed. 

10 

11 Among the items collected were multiple bullet fragments, nineteen (19) metal items consistent 

12 with bullet casings, five (5) plastic bean bag projectile shells, four (4) intact bean bag projectiles 

13 several plastic discs consistent with those contained within bean bag projectile shells, a red 

14 folding knife, a black Marksman Repeater BB Gun, a grey t-shirt and shearling style jacket that 

15 had been removed from Ochoa, a black skateboard, an open can of Mike’s Hard Lemonade, 

16 pieces of a broken key fob, and other items as specifically mentioned in the report written by 

17 FET Calderwood. Reference her report for details. 

18 

19 During the initial crime scene briefing, I was advised that both a fire truck and an ambulance had 

20 entered the scene, that several marked OPD patrol vehicles had been moved in order to make 

21 room for the OFD apparatus, and that some of the aforementioned metal fragments and other 

22 items had been inadvertently moved as a result. I was further advised that the black skateboard 

23 red folding knife, and black Marksman Repeater BB Gun had been left in situ prior to my arrival. 

25 Additionally, impact marks along the west exterior wall of the Kohl’s department store were 

26 measured and documented. A piece of metal that was imbedded in a palm tree at the southern 

27 end of the row of trees that ran along the west wall was documented. There were eight (8) trees 

28 in total in that row of trees. The six (6) trees at the north end of the row were deciduous, and the 

29 two (2) trees on the south end of the row were palms. The second palm that was next to the first 

30 deciduous tree is the one in which the metal imbedded. At 0747 hours, OFD personnel 

31 responded with a ladder in order to assist FET Calderwood and me in reaching and measuring 

32 the highest impact marks. At 0755 hours, OFD Hatch and Bennett entered the scene to catty and 
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! hold the ladder, and at 0804 hours both left the scene. They signed in and out of the crime scene 

2 log.

4 While the crime scene was being processed, Ochoa’s cellular telephone rang several times. I 

5 observed that the phone, which had a broken screen, was plugged-in to an outlet with a charging 

6 cord and was resting on the driver’s seat of Ochoa’s vehicle (C^i^Hblack Honda Citric) 

7 FET Calderwood and I did not search the vehicle. The doors were open and were left as such by 

8 officers who had cleared the vehicle. The glove box was also open. Within the glove box I 

9 observed a plastic prescription bottle. The bottle was later collected by MEI Aldridge, and 

10 documented with photographs by FET Calderwood. I observed a second prescription bottle in 

11 the back seat of the vehicle. It, too, was collected by MEI Aldridge and documented with 

12 photographs by FET Calderwood. No other items were removed from the interior of the vehicle 

13 while it was at the crime scene. From the roof of the vehicle were collected Ochoa’s driver’s 

14 license and an open can of Mike’s Hard Lemonade. MEI Aldridge collected the driver’s license 

15 The vehicle was impounded and towed to the COC, which is the City of Oceanside Evidence 

16 facility located at 4927 Oceanside Blvd., per CVC 22655.5(b) Evidence Hold. The impound 

17 paperwork was completed by Detective R. Nevares. 

18 

19 Three (3) items of evidence were submitted by FET Calderwood for DNA analysis. Those items 

20 were a Mike’s Hard Lemonade can, the red knife, and the black Marksman Repeater BB Gun 

21 Reference FET Calderwood’s report for details. 

22 

23 Officers who had been involved in the incident each conducted a “walk-through” of the scene 

24 with detectives and legal representatives. Each officer and those persons accompanying that 

25 officer signed in and out of the crime scene log for the visits. The visits / walk-throughs began at 

26 approximately 0535 hours and were completed at approximately 0657 hours. No evidence was 

27 processed, recorded, or collected during that time. 

28 

29 At approximately 1102 hours, Detective G. Nolasco located the bean bag shotgun that had been 

30 used and rendered it safe. FET Calderwood documented the location of the bean bag shotgun 

31 which was located leaning on the driver’s seat in OPD marked patrol vehicle #738. Reference 

32 FET Calderwood’s report for details.

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Video Evidence: 


Detective G. Nolasco checked the surrounding businesses for security camera video. Reference 
his report for details regarding video. The officers involved in this incident were not equipped 
with BWC (body worn cameras), nor were their patrol vehicles equipped with cameras. 

Medical Examiner Arrival: 


At approximately 0412 hours, I called the San Diego County Medical Examiner’s Office and 
advised the staff that I would be contacting them in a few hours to take jurisdiction over the 
decedent and collect his remains. I was advised that Dr. B. Schaber would be responding with an 
MEI (medical examiner investigator), and was asked to contact the Medical Examiner’s office 
again approximately and hour prior to being ready for the arrival. I was told that the shifts would 
change in the morning, and the identity of the MEI that would be assigned was not yet known. 

At approximately 0811 hours, I called the Medical Examiner’s office again and advised that the 
scene had been processed to the point where the remains were ready to be removed. At 0920 
hours, Dr. B. Schaber (Medical Examiner), Dr. V. Snyder (Medical Examiner Fellow), and MEI 
J" . “ridge (ID #41) arrived on scene. They were accompanied by transport persons Cory 
White and Raul Macias. All of the aforementioned signed in and out of the crime scene log. ME 
case number 2017-2274 was assigned to Alexander Ochoa’s remains. 


After the doctors and MEI had made their observations, an identification band was placed on 
Ochoa’s ankle, and paper bags were placed on the hands, feet, and head. The body was placed 
within a white, plastic body bag, and the bag was sealed with a red, plastic seal bearing the 
number 2390312 at approximately 1005 hours. S 


The jacket and t-shirt that had been removed from Ochoa by OFD personnel was photographed 
and examined, and it was noted that a hole was located at the right lower side, and through the 
right sleeve and into the right upper side. A similar defect was observed on the right, lower side 
of the t-shirt. An intact button consistent with those on the coat was located within close 
proximity of the body, and a portion of a shattered button of the same color and type was located 
nearby next to a portion of a bean bag gun shell. 
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MEI Aldridgecollected two (2) prescription medications from the interior of Ochoa’s vehicle

by me. The bottle recovered from the glove box had a label for Lamotrigine prescribed to 
Alexander Ochoa. The contents were not counted or observed by me. Prior to the plastic 

prescription bottles being collected, they were photographed by FET Calderwood. Reference her 
report for details. 


At approximately 1018 hours, the remains were removed from the scene and the Medical 

Examiner s Officer personnel signed out of the crime scene log and left the scene. 


Securing the Scene : 

Cnme scene tape had been put in place prior to my arrival on scene. Both an inner and an outer 
perimeter had been created and delineated with the tape, metal fencing, and natural boundaries. 
Uniformed Officers were positioned at the main points of egress, and no portion had been left 
unattended. A cnme scene log was begun at 0025 hours by Officer M. Larson, and was 

maintained until the scene was broken down. Each person that entered the scene was required to 
sign in and out of that log, ^ 

The northernmost boundary consisted of a metal open rail fence, mature vegetation, and natural 
boundaries such as a ground slope. Officers were positioned within view of both the east and 
west end of the north side, and detective vehicles were parked within that outer perimeter. The 
northern inner boundary extended from a decorative arch at the northwest comer of the parking 
lot to file northwest comer of the Kohl’s department store. The officer responsible for the crime 
scene log remained within the inner crime scene and signed persons in and out of the scene from 


The soutiiemmost inner boundary extended from the southwest comer of the Kohl’s department 
store building to the west perimeter boundary. The southernmost outer boundary bordered the 
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1 southern parking lot along Marron Road and the east and west boundaries extended from the 

2 Kohl’s southern fa 9 ade to Marron Road and from the greenspace on the west boundary to 

3 Marron Road. An officer was positioned within the space between the inner and outer 

4 southernmost boundary tapes. An officer was maintained in that position for the duration of the 

5 crime scene investigation.

7 The western inner boundary was delineated by a metal fence that bordered that end of the 

8 parking lot, as well as a natural boundary delineated by a ground slope. To the south of the inner 

9 crime scene, the western outer boundary was delineated by crime scene tape at the west end of 

10 the parking lot that was south of the Kohl’s department store building. The officer that 

11 maintained the southern boundary of the crime scene also was able to maintain the western 

12 boundary for the duration of the time during which the scene was processed. 

14 The eastern inner boundary of the crime scene was the west facing wall of the Kohl’s department 

15 store. The outer eastern boundary of the crime scene extended from the west wall of the 

16 Albertson’s grocery store to the fence on the north end of the parking lot. Within the outer crime 

17 scene were contained the Kohl’s department store, a T-Mobile store, and a Pet-Smart. At 

18 approximately 0500 hours, the eastern inner boundary was moved west slightly in order to allow 

19 delivery trucks to access the Albertson’s delivery dock at the rear of the business An officer 

20 was posted at that perimeter boundary for the entire time that the scene was being processed 

21 The parking lot / dnveway between the Albertson’s store and the T-Mobile store was the main 

22 point of ingress/egress for detectives and other personnel responding to the inner crime scene 

23 

24 FET Calderwood and I cleared the scene at approximately 1049 hours, and transported the 

25 Evidence that had been collected back to OPD. Officer Cahill remained on scene after the 

26 evidence had been collected and vehicles had been moved. The outer perimeter tape was 

27 removed, and the inner perimeter tape remained until Alliance Environmental had finished 

28 cleaning the area. Officer Cahill told me that the cleaning company had arrived at 1155 hours 

29 and had left at approximately 1205 hours. Officer Cahill removed the inner perimeter crime ’ 

30 scene tape at that time, and left as well. Officer Cahill turned over the crime scene log to me 

31 when the scene was broken down.

On 09/27/17 at approximately 1600 hours, Detective Baxter went to the area of the crime scene.

On 09/29/17, FET Calderwood and I went to the scene to confirm the measurements we had 
taken of each of the impact marks on the west facing exterior wall of the Kohl’s department 
store. The measurements matched those taken on 09/22/17. I observed seventeen (17) impact 
marks on the wall, sixteen (16) of which were on west facing surfaces and one (1) of which was 
on a south facing wall next to the metal door. Reference FET Calderwood’s report for the 
specific measurements. 

On 10/06/17, Detective B. Keys and FET Calderwood searched the black Honda Civic that 
belonged to Ochoa and had been impounded as evidence. The warrant that was obtained and

3 On September 22,2017, at approximately 0042 hours, I was contacted by Crimes of 

4 Violence (COV) Sergeant Jimenez regarding an Officer Involved Shooting incident. I responded 

5 from my home and at approximately 0133 hours, I arrived at the Kohl’s Department Store at 

6 3410 Marron Road, Oceanside. COV detectives were briefed on the incident by Sergeant 

7 Provence. We learned that the involved victims were Officers J. Ravesi, B. Walker, and D. 

8 Schmidt. We were informed that the officers responded to a radio call regarding a subject with 

9 a knife acting strangely,” according to the reporting party. The officers ultimately shot and 

10 killed the suspect, later identified as Alexander Ochoa. The witness officers involved were: K.

12 Sgt. Jimenez assigned Detective Ferrer as lead investigator and I was assigned as his 

13 second investigator. Detective Hogan was assigned as Crime Scene Manager. Detective Baxter 

14 assisted in interviewing the shooting officers. Detectives Ellgard and Grindley interviewed the 

15 witness officers. I entered the crime scene at approximately 0242 hours and observed the various 

16 items of evidence. I exited the crime scene at 0326 and responded to the Oceanside Police 

17 Department Investigations Building to form our investigative strategy. The involved shooting 

18 officers and their respective handguns were processed by Field Evidence Technician Armijo and 

19 Officer Moulder, the Oceanside Police Department Armorer.

1 and I audio recorded all the interviews with my digital recorder. The audio recordings were

6 VICTIM STATEMENT : Officer J. Ravesi 

7 

8 The beginning of the interview covered administrative details and Officer Ravesi 

9 answered those questions sufficiently. 

10 On the night of 09-21-17, Ofcr. Ravesi essentially said, he received a radio call of a 

11 person with a weapon behind Kohl’s. He responded with Ofcr. Brunacini from Plaza Drive. 

12 When they arrived on scene, they approached westbound from the rear (north side) of the 

13 business. A third officer was behind him, whom he assumed to be Officer Schmidt. He drove 

14 around the northwest comer of the Kohl’s building and saw Ochoa standing next to a black 

15 colored sedan, which had a door open. He drove past Ochoa and the vehicle. He made a wide 

16 arc/U-tum maneuver in his vehicle and reacquired Ochoa. Ofcr. Ravesi used his vehicle’s 

17 overhead lights and the vehicle spotlight to illuminate Ochoa. Ofcr. Brunacini followed in her 

18 vehicle and made the same wide arc maneuver with her vehicle. Another marked police vehicle 

19 arrived (Ofcr. Walker) and Ochoa’s attention was drawn to that vehicle. Ochoa walked to that 
2 0 police vehicle and the vehicle backed away behind the northwest comer of the building. Ochoa 
21 then turned around and re-focused on Officers Ravesi and Brunacini. Ofcr. Ravesi exited his 

2 2 vehicle and observed Ochoa brandishing a knife. All three officers faced Ochoa and stood next 

23 to one another. Ofcr. Ravesi said Ofcr. Brunacini was standing to his left and Ofcr. Schmidt to 

24 his right. Ofcr. Brunacini communicated that she was armed with her TASER, Schmidt 

2 5 communicated that he was armed with a bean bag shotgun and Ravesi said he had lethal (his

3 Ochoa then began moving away from the officers and towards his vehicle. Schmidt told Ochoa 

4 that if he deployed the bean bag shotgun, it would hurt. Ochoa did not comply and Schmidt 

5 fired the bean bag shotgun four to six times. Ofcr. Ravesi told dispatch that the suspect was 

6 holding a knife and the bean bag shotgun was deployed with no effect on the suspect. Ochoa 

7 walked north towards his vehicle again and picked up bis skateboard from the ground. He threw 

8 the skateboard in the direction of the officers, but no one was struck. Ochoa then faced away 

9 from the officers and reached “deep, real deep” into his pants. He moved his body around to 

10 hide what he was doing with his hand. He turned back towards the officers and showed a 

11 handgun, semi-automatic type. Ochoa had the gun in his right hand and brought it up towards 

12 the officers. Ofcr. Brunacini yelled “gun” and at that time Ofcr. Ravesi fired his first round. 

13 Ofcr. Ravesi shot in Ochoa’s direction a total of four times. Ochoa then spun around and danced 

14 around. Officer Wilson’s K9 partner was deployed from the north and bit Ochoa. As the dog 

15 arrived, Ofcr. Ravesi said he stopped firing his handgun. He heard Officer Smith’s K9 partner 

16 arrived simultaneously as the other K9, and bit Ochoa, also. Ofcr. Ravesi put his gun away and 

17 Ochoa fell towards him onto the ground. He approached Ochoa and handcuffed him. He took 

18 his pulse and observed agonal breathing. He rolled Ochoa to his back and began chest 

19 compressions. He checked for vital signs and did not locate any signs of life. Ofcr. K. 

2 0 Thompson arrived with wound dressings and applied them. Ofcr. Ravesi asked for a supervisor, 

21 a field evidence technician and an ambulance. He added that Ofcr. Brunacini had broadcast via” 

22 the radio that shots had been fired. 

2 3 The interview was concluded with questions by Det. Ferrer and Baxter regarding use of 

24 force options and the effect and/or ineffectiveness of those options on Ochoa. 

25 In summary, Officer Ravesi spoke about his state of mind during the shooting incident. 

2 6 He said he knew deadly force was a possibility because Ochoa brandished a deadly weapon and 
27 did not follow commands. He said Ochoa was an imminent threat. Ofcr. Ravesi thought that if 

2 8 one of them did not stop Ochoa at that moment, Ochoa was going to kill one of them. He said 

2 9 there was absolutely no other option other than deadly force. He was afraid one of his partners 1 

3 0 would be killed if he had not used deadly force.

1 The following is a synopsis of the interview with Officer Walker. To hear all details, the 

2 interview should be listened to in its entirety.

4 VICTIM STATEMENT : Officer B. Walker 

5 

6 The beginning of the interview covered administrative details and Officer Walker 

7 answered those questions sufficiently. 

8 On the night of 09-21-17, Officer Walker essentially said, he received a radio call of a 

9 man with a weapon. While enroute to the call he heard that both a knife and gun were involved. 

10 He arrived to the rear of Kohl’s in the alley. He observed Officers Ravesi and Brunacini on 

11 scene. The suspect, Ochoa, approached his vehicle and got within 8-10 feet of his vehicle. He 

12 backed his vehicle away from Ochoa and into the loading dock area of Kohl’s. The suspect 

13 walked away and back towards the other officers. Ofcr. Walker exited his vehicle and joined the 

14 officers engaged with Ochoa. He saw that Ofcr. Schmidt had a bean bag shotgun and heard him 

15 giving commands to Ochoa to drop the knife. Ochoa was struck with bean bag rounds, but they 

16 had no effect on him. After the last bean bag round was shot, Ochoa dropped the knife. Ochoa 

17 walked towards his vehicle and grabbed a skateboard. He threw the skateboard at the officers. 

18 Ochoa then began dancing and officers gave commands to get on the ground. He then reached 

19 into his jacket and Ofcr. Walker asked if anyone could see his hands. Ochoa then reached into 

20 his pants and displayed a gun. He reached down into his pants past his waistband to retrieve the 

21 gun. Ofcr. Walker was “squared-up” with him and facing Ochoa. Ochoa pointed the gun at him 

22 and he fired his gun at Ochoa. Ofcr. Walker said they yelled to put the gun down and that is 

2 3 when they fired. Ofcr. Walker felt that Ochoa “keyed-in” on him and stared at him. After he

31 options. He did not want to get too close to Ochoa because he was carrying a knife.

1 SYNOPSIS 

2 

3 On September 22, 2017 (Friday), at approximately 0004 hours^h^Oceanside Police 

4 Department (OPD) dispatch center received a call from phone number The caller, 

5 or reporting party, was a male subject stating that Ms friend was carrying a knife, riding a 

6 skateboard, and “acting strangely” to the rear of the “KoH’s” department store located at 3410 

7 Marron Road. This location is within the city of Oceanside and county of San Diego. The reporting 

8 parly described the “friend” as a white male adult, approximately 28 years of age, and was wearing 

9 a tan jacket.

11 Multiple OPD Officers were dispatched to the call and had all arrived around “Kohl’s” by 

12 about 0008 hours. Within a few seconds of the officers arriving, the reporting party told the OPD 

13 dispatcher that his “friend” now had a gun. Approximately thirty seconds later, the reporting party 

14 relayed to the OPD dispatcher that Ms “friend” told him “If you do not leave I will kill you”. The 

15 reporting party then terminated the phone call with the OPD Dispatcher.

17 OPD officers located one (1) adult male matching the description provided by the original 

18 reporting party on the west side of the ‘'Kohl’s” department store. At abbut 0009 hours, OPD 

19 Officers communicate^ to OPD dispatch that the subject had a knife in his hand. At approximately 

20 0012 hours, OPD Officers communicated to OPD dispatch that non-lethal force had been used 

21 (multiple bean bag rounds deployed) on the subject but it was not effective.

23 At approximately 0013 hours, OPD Officers communicated to OPD dispatch that the subject 

24 had dropped the knife and was reaching into his waistband. At approximately 0014 hours, OPD

3 ^^^TTh^juWect was further identified by his California Driver’s License as Alexander Ochoa 

4 folding knife in the open position was found on the ground near the driver’s 

5 side of the vehicle. A black metal pellet gun, similar in appearance to a semi-automatic pistol, was 

6 located near Ochoa’s body.

8 INVESTIGATION 

9 

10 On September 22, 2017 (Friday) at approximately 0045 hours, I received a telephone call 

11 from OPD Crimes of Violence (COV) Sergeant G. Jimenez. Sgt. Jimenez advised me of the 

12 incident and requested I respond to assist in the investigation. Sgt. Jimenez further advised that 

13 Detectives J. Ferrer and B. Keys would lead the investigation, while Detective T. Hogan and 

14 Field Evidence Technician A. Calderwood would manage and process the crime scene.

16 I arrived on the north side - outer perimeter of the crime scene at approximately 0151 

17 hours and met with other COV Detectives. Once all personnel from the COV had arrived, I was 

18 advised by Sgt. Jimenez that three (3) OPD Officers had each fired their weapons and four (4) 

19 OPD Officers had witnessed the shooting. Sgt. Jimenez assigned Detectives J. Ferrer, B. Keys, 

20 and D. Baxter to conduct interviews with the three (3) shooting officers. Sgt. Jimenez assigned 

21 Detective E. Ellgard and I to conduct the interviews of the four (4) witnessing officers. 

22 

23 At 0242 hours, I- signed the crime scene log and stood between the inner and outer 

24 perimeter on the north side with other OPD personnel. At approximately 0250 hours, field 

25 operations Sgt. M. Provence provided a briefing of the incident. In addition to the information 

2 6 previously described in the synopsis of this report, Sgt. Provence identified the shooting officers 

27 as Officer Johann Ravesi# 1201, Officer Dustin Schmidt #1439, and Officer Billy Walker#14I7. 

28 Additionally, Sgt. Provence identified the witnessing officers as Officer James Smith #1291, 

29 Officer John “Kevin” Wilson #1337, Officer Kekai Thompson #1409, and Officer Kate 

30 Brunacini #1412. All aforementioned Officers had been escorted by OPD personnel to the 

31 Oceanside Police Department prior to our arrival on scene. The briefing was concluded at 0310 

32 hours.

2 At approximately 0311 hours, I entered the actual crime scene and conducted a walk 

3 through with field operations Sgt. J. Reed and all personnel from the COV Unit. Sgt. J. Reed 

4 directed us to the items of evidence that had been identified at the time. Please refer to the crime 

5 scene managers report and field evidence reports from Detectives Hogan, Nevares, Nolasco, and 

6 Field Evidence Technicians P. Armijo and A. Calderwood. At 0326 hours, I signed out of the 

7 crime scene log and drove to the OPD Investigations Building. Upon arrival, I learned that OPD 

8 Officer J. Willms was sitting with the four (4) witnessing Officers in the patrol briefing room 

C n 9 that is in the field operations building. 

10 

11 At approximately 0600 hours, I transported witness Officers J. Smith and J. Wilson back 

12 to the scene. The purpose was to walk them through the scene to familiarize themselves prior to 
13 speaking with OPD personnel. At 0617 hours, I walked with Officer J. Smith through the scene 

14 while Officer J. Wilson remained back at my vehicle. Shortly after, I escorted Officer J. Smith 

15 back to my vehicle and walked with Officer J. Wilson through the scene. At approximately 0640 

16 hours, I transported both officers back to the OPD Investigations Building. Detective E. Ellgard 

17 later performed the same actions as I with Officers K. Thompson and K. Brunacini. Please see

2 9 Oceanside Police Department Police Officer Janies Smith #1291 

30 

- 31 The interview of OPD Officer James Smith (hereafter “Officer Smith”) began on 

v—32 September 22,2017 at 0828 hours. Officer Smith stated he has been employed as a police officer 
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Location: 3410 Marron Road, Oceanside CA, 92056 
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1 with the Oceanside Police Department for approximately twelve (12) years. He is currently 

2 assigned to the department’s K-9 unit and has been operating in that assignment for 

3 approximately six (6) years. Officer Smith’s work days are Wednesday, Thursday, Friday, and 

4 Saturday from the hours of 1500 (3:00pm) to 0100 (1:00am). Officer Smith last ate 

5 approximately one (1) hour prior to this interview. Officer Smith stated he last slept on 

6 September 21,2017 for approximately 6 hours. 

7 

8 Officer Smith essentially stated that he began his shift at 1500 hours (3:00pm) with his 

9 K-9 partner “Nero”. At approximately 0000 hours (12:00am) he responded to “Kohl’s” in 

-j.0 regards to a subject brandishing a knife and being “argumentative” with officers who were 

11 already on scene. Officer Smith said he responded from Ocean Shores High School (3131 

12 Oceanside Boulevard, Oceanside CA 92056). He said he drove eastbound on Oceanside 

13 Boulevard to Rancho Del Oro; southbound on Rancho Del Oro to Vista Way; eastbound on Vista 

14 Way to College Boulevard; southbound on College Boulevard to Marron Road; and westbound 

15 on Marron Road to “Kohl’s”. He said he drove westbound along the front of the business 

16 towards the southwest corner of “Kohl’s”. Officer Smith told us he arrived in the area with 

17 Officer John Wilson, whom he identified as an additional OPD K-9 Officer. Officer Smith said 

18 that Officer Wilson drove northbound through the business complex and made his approach from 

19 the rear of the business. 

20 

21 When Officer Smith arrived on scene, he observed a male subject on the west side of 

22 “Kohl’s”. He said the subject was not wearing a shirt and was holding a knife in his hand. He 

2 3 also observed OPD officers to his left. He said the officers had their handguns pointed at the 

2 4 subject who was brandishing a knife towards them. Officer Smith stated he heard one to two 

25 officers “clearly” giving verbal commands to the subject to “drop the knife and get on the 

2 6 ground”. He said he heard the verbal commands “multiple” times. I asked Officer Smith if the 

27 subject responded to the verbal commands. Officer Smith said the subject was 

28 “unresponsive...completely unresponsive”, and became more aggressive (walking closer to the 

2 9 officers) and increasingly agitated as the officers were giving him verbal commands. Officer 

3 0 Smith estimated that the subject moved forward approximately five (5) to six (6) feet towards the 

31 officers. In addition to the subject and other officers on scene, I asked Officer Smith if he 
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observed any other civilians or non-law enforcement personnel. Officer Smith said that he did 
not see anyone else other than OPD personnel. 

I asked Officer Smith to describe the lighting conditions when he arrived on scene. 
Officer Smith said that it was dark outside but there were lights in the parking lot adjacent to 
where the subject was standing that were illuminated. I asked Officer Smith if he had to use a 
flashlight or any other lighting tool to see the subject. Officer Smith said no. He said there were 
other officers that had utilized their patrol vehicles and overhead lights to enhance the view of 
the subject. 

I asked Officer Smith if he observed any officers carrying any non-lethal equipment or 
non-lethal weapons. Officer Smith replied that he believed he saw an officer with an “orange 
bean bag” shotgun, At the time Detective Ellgard and I conducted the interview with Officer 
Smith, he was dressed in the same uniform that he wore at the lime of the incident. His uniform 
also consisted of a black load-bearing vest. In the middle of his vest, I observed a yellow Taser 
model X26 secured in a nylon pouch. I asked Officer Smith if he deployed Iris Taser at any time 
during the incident. Officer Smith said that he did not. I asked Officer Smith if he deployed any 
non-lethal weapons toward the subject. Officer Smith stated that he deployed his K-9 partner, 
Nero. 


I asked Officer Smith why he deployed his K-9. Officer Smith said that the subject had 
threatened officers with a weapon already and he further observed the subject attempting to pull 
an object out from his waistband. Officer Smith further believed that the object the subject was 
attempting to pull out of his waistband was in fact a weapon based on his prior training and 
experience. 1 asked Officer Smith if he actually saw the subject pulling a weapon from his 
waistband. Officer Smith replied “no”. 

I asked Officer Smith if he observed any officers firing their weapons at the subject. 
Officer Smith stated that he heard approximately five (5) to six (6) gunshots but did not know 
which officers fired their weapons. Officer Smith said he was positioned next to the driver’s side 
of his patrol vehicle on the south side of the building when he heard the shots. He estimated the 
other OPD Officers being approximately twenty (20) to thirty (30) feet west of him. 
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I asked Officer Smith when he deployed his K-9. Officer Smith said he deployed his K-9 
when the subject had his back to him and almost simultaneously after he heard the gun shots 
being fired. Officer Smith described having a small “window of opportunity” to deploy his K-9 
due to the subject's movements. When he observed the subject reaching for his waistband. 
Officer Smith concluded that was the time to deploy his K-9. Officer Smith said Iris K-9 bit the 
subject in the back of his left leg. Officer Smith said that the subject was a threat to everyone 
based upon his aggressive demeanor and unresponsiveness to the officer’s commands. Officer 
Smith told us he recalled seeing Officer Wilson deploy his K-9 partner about the same time. 
Officer Smith said the subject fell to the ground and did not hear any further gunshots. Officer 
Smith said he commanded his K-9 to release from the subject’s leg after the subject was placed 
into handcuffs. 

I asked Officer Smith if medical aid was provided to the subject. Officer Smith said he 
saw two officers immediately performing CFR (cardiopulmonary resuscitation) on the subject 
and applying pressure to the gunshot wounds he had sustained. Officer Smith was asked if he 
observed any additional weapons on the ground after the subject had been shot. Officer Smith 
said he recalled seeing a gun on the ground to the side of him. Officer Smith indicated that he 
does have training in firearms and perceived the weapon as a black semi-automatic handgun. 

I asked Officer Smith if he recalled any vehicles in the vicinity of where the subject was. 
Officer Smith said he remembered seeing a black “Honda Civic” vehicle that was backed into a 
parking spot next to where the subject was standing. He said one of the vehicle’s doors were 
open and he could hear music that sounded like it was coming from it. 

1 asked Officer Smith what he thought may have happened if he did not take the actions 
that he did. Officer Smith said the subject would have become a greater threat to officers as he 
had the ability to hurt them. 

No further questions were asked of Officer Smith and the interview was concluded at 
approximately 0854 hours. 
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Oceanside Police Department Police Officer John Wilson #1337 

The interview of OPD Officer John Wilson (hereafter “Officer Wilson”) began on 
September 22, 2017 at approximately 0900 hours. It should be noted that Officer Wilson 
indicated that he uses his middle name of “Kevin” as his first name. Officer Wilson stated he has 
been employed as a police officer with the Oceanside Police Department for approximately ten 
(10) years. He is currently assigned to the department’s K-9 unit and has been operating in that 
capacity for approximately four (4) years. Officer Wilson’s work days are Wednesday, 
Thursday, Friday, and Saturday from the hours of 1500 (3:00pm) to 0100 (1:00am). Officer 
Wilson said he last ate this morning at approximately 0230 hours. Officer Wilson stated he last 
slept on September 21, 2017 for approximately 8 hours. I observed Officer Wilson wearing an 
Oceanside Police Department uniform and I asked him if it was the same clothing he had worn at 
the time of the incident. Officer Wilson said “yes”. He said he was not wearing duty belt and 
exterior vest at the time of the interview; I asked Officer Wilson what he carried on his vest. 
Officer Wilson told us that he had a Taser and an expandable straight baton. 

Officer Wilson essentially stated that he was parked next to Officer J. Smith in the Ocean 
Shores High School (3131 Oceanside Boulevard, Oceanside CA 92056) parking lot Officer 
Wilson said his K-9 partner, Talik, was with him in his police vehicle when he was dispatched to 
the call. Officer Wilson believed it was shortly after midnight when he responded. Officer 
Wilson said he drove on Oceanside Boulevard towards College Boulevard. When he approached 
the intersection, he heard over the radio that the subject may have been armed with a gun.. Based 
on the updated information, Officer Wilson said he switched to the “Inquiry” radio channel and 
advised the OPD Dispatcher that he would be responding “Code 3” (emergency lights and siren) 
to the call. I asked Officer Wilson why he did not advise the primary radio channel that he was 
responding Code 3. Officer Wilson said that he did not want to interfere with any radio 
transmissions from the other OPD Officers who were already on scene. Officer Wilson later 
recalled hearing a radio transmission from an OPD Officer on scene that a less lethal, bean bag 
shotgun had been deployed and it had no effect on the subject. 


I asked Officer Wilson to describe the location he arrived to. Officer Wilson identified 
the location as a business complex. He specified the location of the where the incident took place 
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1 as “Kohl's” on Marron Road. Officer Wilson said he arrived at the rear of Kohl’s, further 

2 described as the northwest corner of the location. I asked if he arrived before or after Officer J. 

3 Smith. Officer Wilson said that he and Officer Smith arrived in the business complex 

4 simultaneously. Officer Wilson drove to the rear of “Kohl’s” while Officer Smith drove towards 

5 the southwest side of the building. 

6 

7 1 asked Officer Wilson to describe the lighting conditions when he arrived on scene. 

8 Officer Wilson said he recalled seeing ambient street lighting with a yellow tint when he arrived 

9 in the business complex. He remembered seeing one (1) to two (2) patrol cars that had both their 
. j. 0 headlights, spotlights, and overhead lights turned on when he came around the northwest corner. 

11 

12 I asked Officer Wilson to describe what he observed when he got to the northwest corner 

13 of the business. Officer Wilson said he observed a group of three (3) to four (4) officers on scene 

14 on the west side of Kohl’s. He said the officers had weapons in their hands and were pointing 

15 them towards a subject east of them who was standing closer to the building. He could not tell if 

16 the officers had handguns or lasers in their hands. I asked Officer Wilson to describe the subject. 

17 Officer Wilson described the subject as a white male with “shaggy” hair, wearing a dark colored 

18 shirt, and lighter colored pants or shorts. Officer Wilson said he could clearly see the subject 

19 illuminated from other police vehicles lights and did not have to use his flashlight to see the 
2 0 subject.

22 I asked Officer Wilson if he observed any other subjects in the area. Officer Wilson said 

23 he had trouble seeing anyone else due to the overhead or “takedown” lights that were illuminated 

24 on a police vehicle that was positioned on the southeast comer. Officer Wilson said he did 

2 5 observe another officer standing near the same vehicle, whom he believed was Officer Smith. He 

2 6 said Officer Smith had his K-9 partner with him. Officer Wilson said he did not observe any 

2 7 citizens other than the subject mentioned.

30 I asked Officer Wilson if he heard any verbal commands given by OPD Officers to the 

31 subject. Officer Wilson said he heard one of the officers yell “you need to get on the ground or 

32 you going to get bit by a police dog”. He also heard officers communicating to the subject but he 
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could not describe what was being said. Officer Wilson did indicate that he heard one male 
officer’s voice giving the commands. Officer Wilson said he did not hear the subject verbally 
responding to the officer’s commands. 

I asked Officer Wilson to describe the subject’s demeanor. Officer Wilson said he 
observed the subject frantically pacing back and forth and saw his hands reaching into his 
waistband. I asked Officer Wilson if he saw any weapons in the subject’s hands. Officer Wilson 
said he did not see any weapons in his hands but saw him grabbing his waistband repeatedly. He 
said the subject would randomly walk towards the officers as the commands were being given 
but he did not see any weapons in his hands from his position. I asked Officer Wilson if the 
subject was complying with the officer’s commands. Officer Wilson replied “no”. 

I asked Officer Wilson if he recalled seeing any weapons near the subject. Officer Wilson 
said he observed a folding knife on the ground near the driver’s door of a black vehicle that was 
backed into a parking space. Officer Wilson further described the blade of the knife as being 
silver in color and it was extended out. He also described the handle of die knife being either red 
or orange in color. 

I asked Officer Wilson if he observed any officers with non-lethal weapons in their 
hands. Officer Wilson said he did not see any non-lethal weapons. He did, however, observe a 
red dot illuminated on the subject’s chest. Officer Wilson indicated from his prior training and 
experience that the red dot on the subject’s chest was consistent with the same red dot that 
appears when a Taser is ready to be deployed. Officer Wilson said he did not hear any verbal 
commands being made about a Taser deployment no did he see a Taser deployed on the subject. 

Officer Wilson said he continued watching the subject’s hands and eventually saw him 
“pull a gun” from his waistband. Officer Wilson said he deployed his K-9, Talik, on the subject 
and transitioned to his firearm. Officer Wilson said he could hear officers yelling at the subject 
but could not articulate what was being said. Officer Wilson said he heard gunshots. I asked 
Officer Wilson if he gave any admonishments or commands to the subject prior to deploying his 
K-9. Officer Wilson said no additional commands were given. He recalled seeing K-9 Talik 
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1 engage the subject on his right upper arm, Officer Wilson said the subject was holding on to the 

2 gun for quite some time. 

3 

4 I asked Officer Wilson if he heard any gunshots. Officer Wilson said he did not hear 

5 gunshots initially until he saw the subject “pull a gun” from Iris waistband. At that time was 

6 when Officer Wilson heard gunshots. I asked Officer Wilson if there were any verbal commands 

7 given by OPD Officers between the time the subject pulled the gun from his waistband and when 

8 he heard gunshots. Officer Wilson said he heard yelling but could not articulate what was being 

9 said. Officer Wilson did indicate that he heard somebody yell “watch your crossfire!” but it was 

10 unclear if it occurred before or after he heard the gunshots. 

11 

12 Officer Wilson firmly believed that based upon the subject’s actions of not complying 

13 with the officers’ commands and retrieving a firearm, that his intention was to kill the officers on 

14 scene. Based upon the subject’s actions. Officer Wilson felt afraid that the subject would in fact 

15 carry out this intention to shoot and kill the officers. Officer Wilson felt that if he and the other 

16 officers did not act that the subject would have used the firearm to shoot him or the other 

17 officers. Officer Wilson replied “yes”. 

18 

19 Officer Wilson repeated that he saw the subject brandish a firearm. He further described 

20 it as black semi-automatic handgun, and looked similar to a Glock base on its “square” 

21 appearance. Officer Wilson concluded to us that he believed the firearm was real. 

22 

23 Officer Wilson said he heard approximately five (5) to six (6) gunshots but didn’t know 

24 which of the officers fired their weapons. Officer Wilson said he observed the subject fall to the 

25 ground and the gun fell out of his hand. Officer Wilson said he disengaged his K-9 from the 

2 6 subject and placed him in the rear of his police vehicle. Officer Wilson said he returned to where 

27 the subject was laying and began assisting Officer Brunacini and Officer Ravesi with rendering 

28 medical aid. Officer Wilson said he began assessing the subject for injuries. He lifted the 

29 subject’s shirt and saw a “puncture or a hole” in the center of his chest. Officer Wilson said he 

30 requested another officer to grab an inclusive dressing to cover the wound. Officer Wilson said 

31 he and another officer applied dressings to the subject’s chest and right side of his torso. Officer 

32 Wilson then began performing CPR on the subject. He completed one round (30) of chest 
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compressions and requested Officer Brunacini to take over CPR as Officer Wilson need to check 
on his K-9 partner to make sure he was not hit. Officer said the Oceanside Fire Department 
arrived shortly after Officer Brunacini had assumed CPR. 

Detective EUgard asked Officer Wilson what other force options were used and why they 
were not effective. Officer Wilson reiterated that the subject did not comply with the officer’s 
verbal commands, the bean bag shotgun rounds were not effective, and furthermore, the subject 
was already in possession of a knife and firearm. 

Essentially, Officer Wilson told us that if tire officers had not used the level of force 
necessary to eliminate the immediate threat, then he or another officer would have been shot and 
killed. 

No further were questions were asked of Officer Wilson and the interview was concluded 
at approximately 0932 hours.

AUTOPSY: 


SYNOPSIS : 

On 09/22/17 at approximately 1207 hours, Officers responded to the parking lot to the west of 
the Kohl’s department store located at 3410 Marron Road in the city of Oceanside, reference a 
man with a weapon. The man, identified as Alexander Sergio Ochoa sustained 

injuries as a result of the interaction with Officers, and died at the scene. I was assigned as the 
Crime Scene Manager for the incident. 

INVESTIGATION : 

On 09/23/17 at approximately 0830 hours, I met FET J. Luecht at the San Diego Medical 
Examiner’s office located at 5570 Overland Drive in San Diego, to attend and document the 
autopsy of Alexander Ochoa. At 0907 hours, we entered the autopsy suite and signed the log. 
Dr. V. Snyder was assigned to perform the exam, and the ME case number given to Ochoa’s 
remains was 2017-02274. Dr. Schaber was also present in the autopsy suite during the 
postmortem exam. The red, plastic seal #2390312 was still affixed in place on the white, plastic 
body bag when we entered the suite. It was removed by Autopsy Assistant Steven Hannum at 
0945 hours. 
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At approximately 0950 hours, the white, plastic body bag was unzipped and removed. The sheet 
was opened, and the paper bags that had been on the feet, hands, and head were removed and 
collected by FET Luecht. At 0955 hours, FET Luecht collected oral (buccal cell) swabs. At 
approximately 1000 hours, photographs were taken of Ochoa’s hands. His black Nike shoes and 
navy blue shorts were removed and collected as evidence. In the left, front pocket of the shorts 
was located a lighter that was collected by FET Luecht. The shorts had been cut on the right 
side, possibly by paramedics. At approximately 1009 hours, GSR (gunshot residue) samples 
were taken from both hands, and swabs were taken from both hands. 

Four (4) AED (automated external defibrillator) patches were removed from Ochoa’s right arm, 
left chest, and each hip and discarded. An IV (intravenous) and attached saline bag was removed 
from Ochoa’s left arm and discarded. An occlusive dressing was removed from Ochoa’s right 
side and a second occlusive dressing was removed from Ochoa’s mid chest. Particles were 
collected by Dr. Snyder off of the dressings. 

The body was covered with active ants, and at approximately 1030 hours, was sprayed and 
washed. Prior to and after washing, FET Luecht took photographs of the body. I noted several 
tattoos, some of which were a tribal frog on the right chest and left calf, a moth on the left thigh, 
a geometric shape with a skull on the left thigh, “601” and a red ink blot and “Hasta la Muerte” 
and a blue ink blot on his left thigh, a Koi and Lotus on his right arm, a scarab on his right hip, 
on his left clavicle “Lawyer for Peace,” on his left shoulder a sun, on his left lower arm a 
geometric print or mandala, and an arrow on his left shin. 
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1 Between 1030 and 1220 hours, Dr. Snyder made observations and did an external examination of 

2 the body. At approximately 1230, fingerprints were taken from both hands and collected by FET 

3 Luecht. At approximately 1245 hours, a “Y” incision was made on Ochoa’s chest. Dr. Snyder 

4 showed me that the projectile that had entered through the right lower side of the body had 

5 tunneled subcutaneously and did not penetrate the abdomen, then exited just below the sternum. 

6 She further showed me that the projectile that had entered the right upper arm had bisected the 

7 arm and had entered the right chest, through the pericardium, had bisected the heart, and had 

8 come to rest in the left lung. The bullet jacket was located in the intraventricular septum of the 

..' 9 heart, and the bullet lead was located in the lung. At approximately 1310 hours, both the bullet 

10 and jacket were removed and collected. I observed marks on both wrists possibly consistent with 

11 handcuffs, linear partially abrupted abrasions on the right thigh, wounds on the right wrist, 

12 abrasions on both knees, and a blunt force abrasion on the right side of the forehead. Other 

13 anomalies were noted that Dr. Snyder stated were due to ant activity. Dr. Snyder also noted that 

14 the right arm was obviously broken. 

15 

16 The bullet, jacket, and fragments that had been collected were packaged and signed by Dr. 

17 Snyder and collected by FET Luecht. Reference FET Luecht’s report for other details regarding 

18 the items of evidence that were collected. 

19 

2 0 FET Luecht and I left the autopsy suite at approximately 1500 hours. She transported the 

21 evidence to OPD.

I was assigned to be 
with Officer Ravesi throughout the investigative process as his peer support officer for the rest of 
the incident. I remained at the station with Officer Ravesi until his interview was completed 
with his attorney and COV investigators.

were standing in front of him, we had no cover. He could have taken four of us out, one of us 
out.”

SYNOPSIS: 

On 09/22/17, Alexander Ochoa was the suspect in an assault with a deadly weapon 
incident involving several Oceanside Police Officers. The incident resulted in an Officer 
involved shooting (OIS) in the west parking lot of Kohl’s, 3410 Matron Rd, Oceanside, County 
of San Diego. 

INVESTIGATION: 

On 09/22/17 at 0130 hours, I was directed by Detective Sergeant Jimenez to respond to 
the OIS scene located in the parking lot of Kohl’s. I stopped at OPD prior to arriving at Kohl’s. 

Upon arrival at the OIS scene at 0335 hours, I signed in on the crime scene log and 
entered the OIS scene. I received the incident debrief from Detective Sergeant Jimenez. I was 
directed to assist Detectives Hogan and Nevares with managing the scene. 


At 0405 hours, I exited the OIS scene in order to canvas the surrounding area for security 
video. All of the local businesses in the area were closed except for Walmart, located at 3405 
Marron Rd. I spoke with Walmart Assistant Manager HHHH I^^Hhowed me the 
coverage provided by their external store cameras. The only camera that recorded in close 
proximity to the OIS scene was the camera located on the northwest side of the building that 
covered the loading bay. The top of the Kohl’s building, approximately 25’ above the ground, 
was visible in the distance on the security video but the rest of the building was blocked by the 
walls around the Walmart loading bay.

I spoke with^^^Hater that morning 
and requested video for the area surrounding the OIS scene. ^^Hdid not believe the lone 
camera on the west side of the building was in working order. However, she stated she would 
contact Kohl’s corporate office for video of the incident. 


At approximately 0830 hours, I returned to the OIS scene. I continued to assist the FET 
and Detectives on scene. During the period. Detective Hogan requested that I ensure the less- 
lethal beanbag shotgun used in the OIS was unloaded. I located less-lethal shotgun #4, clearly 
marked with an orange stock, resting on the driver’s side floorboard and seat of OPD patrol 
vehicle #738.

On 09-22-17, at about 0217 hrs, I responded to a request for an FET at 3410 Marron Rd. Multiple 
Detectives and Officers were on scene. 


The location of the incident was on the west side of the Kohl’s building. On the west side of the Kohl’s 
building was a parking lot with a series of parking spaces along the east side and west side of the 
parking lot. 


Once on scene, Sgt. M. Provence gave a briefing of the incident. Sgt. M. Provence stated that 
dispatch had received a call from an anonymous party who stated that his friend was acting strangely. 
The reporting party stated that the friend was riding a skateboard and had a knife. The reporting party 
then stated that his friend had a gun. 7

.^Officer arrived on scene and observed a white male adult with a knife in his hand. Officers gave 
commands for the male, later identified as Alexander Ochoa, to drop the knife. At some point Officer 
D. Schmidt deployed five bean bag rounds at Ochoa. The bean bag rounds appeared to have no 
effect on Ochoa. Ochoa drops the knife and threw his skateboard at the officers. During which time 
Ochoa produces what appears to be a firearm and aims it at the officers. Officer B. Walker, Officer J. 
Ravesi, and Officer D. Schmidt shoot at Ochoa as two OPD (Oceanside Police Department) K-9s are 
being deployed. The two K-9s are able to bring Ochoa to the ground. Ochoa appeared at that time to 
be struck 2 or 3 times by gunfire. Officers attempt lifesaving measures on Ochoa until OFD 
(Oceanside Fire Department) arrived. OFD worked on Ochoa, but Ochoa died as a result of his 
injuries. 

When I arrived on scene, there were pieces of paper placed by items of evidence. Some of the 
papers had blown off of the item of evidence they were intended to mark. Additional items of evidence 
were also located. 

^Ochoa’s vehicle, a 2016 Honda Civic^HH^^B was parked in the far north parking space on the 
east side of the parking lot. All four doors of the vehicle were open and had been opened by an 
officers) on scene. On top of Ochoa's vehicle was a partially consumed 16 oz can of Mike’s Harder 
Lemonade. On the driver’s side of the vehicle, by the front bumper, was a folding knife with a red 
handle. The blade of the knife was extended. On the passenger side of the vehicle were several 
smoked cigarettes with lipstick on the butt of the cigarettes and a sock from one of the bean bag 
rounds. On the sidewalk behind the vehicle and to the side of the rear passenger tire were pieces of 
a key fob. In the parking space three parking spaces south of where Ochoa's vehicle was parked, 
was a black handgun which was later determined to be a Marksman Repeater BB gun. A small black 
skateboard was located just south of Ochoa.

north, north of OPD vehicle #143 was OPD vehicle #620 facing north, and north of OPD vehicle #620 
was OPD vehicle #759 facing south. 

The expended cartridge casings were located in a centralized area, mostly in center of the parking lot, 
between the north entrance to the parking lot and the third parking spaces on either side. There were 
nineteen expended cartridge casings located in this area. There were projectile fragments located 
throughout the entire parking lot up to the seventh parking spot from the south on the east side of the 
parking lot. 

Ochoa was laying in between the west and east parking spaces; closer to the east parking spaces 
almost even with the fourth east parking space from the north. Ochoa’s head was facing north and his 
feet were facing south. To the west of Ochoa was a shirt and jacket which had been cut off of Ochoa 
in an effort to administer life saving measures. There was also what appeared to be an area of blood 
to the west of Ochoa’s right arm. 

^1 took overall photographs of the west parking lot from the north side of the parking lot, the east side 
of the parking lot, the south side of the parking lot, and the west side of the parking lot. 1 took overall 
and close up photographs of the items of evidence that were marked by pieces of paper. 

I placed placards numbered 1-19 by the expended cartridge casings. Placards numbered 20-93 were 
placed by the various other items of evidence to include multiple projectile fragments, bean bag round 
fragments, broken pieces of a key fob, a red handled folding knife, a Marksman BB gun, a small 
plastic skateboard and Ochoa’s clothing. I took overall and close up photographs of each item with 
placard. Originally item #72 was documented as a bottle of pills (Lamotrigine) located in Ochoa’s 
vehicle, but later the Medical Examiner, Dr. Schaber, took the medication as part of her investigation. 
Item #72 was then used to document an expended piece of a bean bag round. 

I used the Faro, a 3D laser scanner, to capture accurate and detailed three dimensional 
measurements and images of the crime scene and location of evidence items. A total of seven scans 
were obtained.

-Detective T. Hogan and I with the help of OFD documented the height of the two highest impact 
marks on the west wall of Kohl’s. They measured 8’11 ” ft and 12’02” ft. On 09-29-17 Detective T. 
Hogan and I returned to document the height of each impact mark. There were seventeen impact 
marks on the wall in total. The impact marks were numbered one through seventeen starting at the 
far north wall and ending at the ramp, which was about the halfway point of the west facing wall. The 
height of the impact marks starting at the first mark through the seventeenth mark area as follows:

When the Medical Examiner, Dr. B. Schaber, arrived I took overall and dose up photographs of 
Ochoa’s visible injuries. The injuries I observed and documented were: abrasions on his right knee, 
abrasions on his left knee, abrasions on his upper right thigh, an abrasion on his right hip, marks on 
his right wrist (possible insect activity), a laceration on the right forearm, a possible entrance wound to 
the outside of his right bicep, an exit wound on the inside of his right bicep, an entrance wound into 
the right chest by the armpit area, several abrasion on the right side of his forehead, an entry or exit 
wound to his right side just above the right hip, and an entry or exit wound to his chest. Ochoa was 
rolled on to his left side.

INVESTIGATION: 

On 09/23/17 approximately 0945 hours Detective Ryder and i arrived at the County of San Diego 
Medical Examiner’s Office to document the autopsy of Alexander Sergio OCHOA 

Dr. Snyder performed the autopsy (Medical Examiner’s Case # 17-2274) and Stephan Hannum 
assisted. 

EVIDENCE PROCESSING AND COLLECTION: 

I began taking overall photographs of the victim. His body was still encased in the body bag which 
^Jvas sealed at the crime scene with tag # 2390312. The body bag tag was cut and the bag was 
unzipped and the victim’s body was lying inside, wrapped in a sheet. The sheet was untied exposing 
the body. OCHOA was wearing a pair of blue cargo style shorts and there were paper bags over his 
hands, feet, and head. The paper bags were put in place at the crime scene, prior to him being 
transported to the ME’s Office. OCHOA had several pieces of medical equipment attached to the 
front of his torso, which were used by first responders in an effort to save his life. There was an IV in 
his left arm, four electrode pads attached to the front of his torso, and an adhesive chest seal over a 
hole in his chest and over a hole in the lower right side of his torso. I took overall and midrange 
photos of the victim lying in the unzipped body bag and additional photos after the sheet and medical 
equipment were removed. OCHOA measured 68" inches in length, and weighed 165 pounds. 

Hannum removed the paper bags that were placed over his hands, feet, and head. I collected each 
bag separately, as they were removed from the body. I took overall and midrange photos of OCHOA 
with all paper bags removed. Once the paper bags were removed from his feet, a pair of black 
canvas Nike tennis shoes were exposed; I collected a pair of size 9 tennis shoes. Hannum then 
removed the rest of his clothing. I collected a pair of blue cargo style shorts which were cut up the 
front. Hannum located a quarter (.025 cents) and a lighter in the pocket of the shorts. I collected 
both items. 

Prior to the victim being washed by Hannum, I processed him for evidence and took close up photos 
of his hands, face, and injuries. Using sterile cotton swabs I collected an oral DNA sample from 
OCHOA’s inner cheeks. Using a sealed Gunshot Residue Evidence Collection kit, I processed 
JpCHOA’s right and left hands, independently.
